HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 

THE performances on Saturday evening, at this Theatre, were 
precisely the same as on the opeolng night, viz. the Opera of 
Belisario, and the Ballet of Robert le Diable, but av obvious im- 
provement has taken place in the performere, especially in Mile. 
Mononani, who has gained much more confideace, and now 
evinces a degree of musical skil!, aod power of voice, of which, 
those who heard her a week ago, would hardly have thought her 
capable. Of Mre, Croft too, we are happy to be able to speak 
in most favorable terms ; she has thrown off some of her fears, 
and with her fears, part of her awkwardness aod want of anima- 
tion ; she received a guod deal of applause. The Ballet bas 
beeo curtailed, and is consequent!y much improved. 

Philharmonic.—A rehearsal of the second coacert took place 
on Saturday morning, when Beethoven’s celebrated sympbony in 
A (No. 7.) and Hiydo’s letter T in E flat, also Spobr’s overture 
to The Alchymist (never played but once before,) and Webor’s 
Ruler of the Spirits, were selected. Moscheles plays a new 
concerto on the pianoforts, and Herr Davd anoiber on the violin; 
on the entrance of the latter into the orchertra on S turday, he 
was most heartily welcomed by the band. The singers engaged 
are Miss Rainforth, Miss Masson and M-. Benoett; M,C. Potter 
conducts, and Mr. Loder presides. 

Mendelssohn does not inteud to pay this country a visit this 
season, but he will send a new composition to the Philharmonic 
Society. ;,

Hammond, after a most successful campaiga at L'verpool, has 
re‘uroed to town to re-open the Strand Theatre, which he does 
on Easter Monitay, with three entirely new pieces; among the 
performers engaged are Mr«.
